WHAT IS THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN A BARITONE AND A EUPHO- 
NIUM? This question is repeatediy asked us and its answer is given here from 
the C. G. Conn Ltd. point of view and which will continue to be the standard of 
difference as far as the Conn Ltd. is concerned. 


In many European countries the Baritone is a small bore instrument and in 
some instances not much larger, if any, than our American Tenors. The Eupho- 
niums are considerably larger in many instances.. 


The American manufacturers in the early days, named their respective instru- 
ments without careful consideration as to the comparative sizes of bore of their in- 
struments as regards those made in Europe and furthermore there always has been 
a variety of names given the same bore instruments by the European manufacturers. 


Therefore, the original smaller bore instrument of the “Cello of the Brasses’’ as 
built by the Conn Co. was called the ‘‘Baritone,”’ just as it is by the English manu- 
facturers. The large bore was called the “Euphonium” as it is known and called 
by other European manufacturers. 


The Conn Ltd. Baritone is a magnificent new model instrument as presented 
in this catalogue. It possesses the smaller bore but produces a wonderfully large 
tone: It is‘ known-as-thé “Big-toned Baritone”. : It-is the idea]-instrument for those » 
wishing an extremely easy playing instrument that carries mightily and as one of 
our Artists stated, “plays so easily that it requires no player with lungs.” 


The Conn Ltd. Euphonium is of large bore and as such naturally produces a 
broader tone but possesses no greater carrying power than the Baritone. It takes 
more lung power to fill it — although our great Euphonium soloists state that it 
plays so easily for them that it seems like child's play to fill it and to play long and 
difficult passages. The Euphonium of the Conn Ltd. is used by all of our most 
famous Artists. 


We recommend the Baritone to all those who play long and trying engage- 
ments and to the younger performers of lesser build and strength. 


We recommend the Euphonium to all those who are older, experienced players, 
who are not obliged to play so constantly in trying engagements and where the 
broader tone may be preferred. 


To further explain the difference we might add that Cornets, Trombones and 
Basses are built of small and larger bores and there are performers on these instru- © 
ments who have their choice of bores. So there are those who have their choice 
of Baritone or Euphonium bores. 


In either event the purchaser cannot go wrong on his selection of either the 
Conn Baritone or the Conn Euphonium. 


The bore of either is not affected in the least by the addition of an extra valve 
or the extra “Echo” or “Trombone” bell.

The various models of the Conn Ltd. Baritones or Euphoniums offer the per- 
former either the TOP ACTION or the FRONT ACTION. When two of these 
instruments are used in a Band it is advisable to have one of each model so that 
the tone of the Top Action may be thrown to the left, while the Front Action will 
throw the tone to the right. This is valuable in Concert as well as in parade en- 
gagements. 


THE FOURTH VALVE IN SINGLE BELL INSTRUMENTS 


The valve is used in place of the first and fourth and facilitates more rapid 
technique and also enables the player to descend the scale below the usual register 
of the three-valve instrument. Many players descend to the pedal tones of the in- 
strument by the use of the Fourth Valve most effectively. Music, however, is not 
written below the regular register of the three-valve instrumnt. 


THE FIVE VALVE DOUBLE BELL INSTRUMENT 


The fourth valve is used as above explained in this instrument and the fifth 
valve is used to throw the vibrations through the small bell for “Echo” or ‘“Trom- 
bone” effects. Many performers use the small bell in solo work and in certain 
passages in band music where the Trombones are supposed to predominate, the 
Baritone or Euphonium aids that section by the use of the small bell. 


THE “WONDERPHONE” MODEL EUPHONIUMS 


These models are exceedingly popular and are used by many of the soloists, 
being preferred inasmuch as the bell points. more directly toward the audience. 
The curve in the bell also has a tendency to mellow the tone quality and the bell 
being detachable permits of a more compact packing of this model. It possesses 
all the important attributes of the other latest Conn Ltd. models.
